S.R.O. 327. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 60 of the Canton- 
ments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), the Cantonment Board, Aurangabad with the previous 
sanction of the Central Government hereby makes th? following amendment in 
the notification of the Government of India, Ministry of Defence S.R O. No 264. 
dated the 22nd July, 1905 imposing an octroi tax in Aurangabad CantoiiYhent 
namely: — 

In the said notification, after sub-paragraph (8) of the proviso, the following 
shall be inserted, namely:— 

"(9) Any article imported into the Cantonment for the purpose of im- 
mediate export may. at the option of the importer, be exempted from 
the levy of octroi tax if such article is conveyed direct from the 
place of import to the place of export by such routes, within such 
time, under such supervision and on payment of such fees therefor, 
as may be specified by the Cantonment Board.”
